Rector's 
r e s ta u r a n t s in New York and Chi­ 
cago had a rep utation among epi­ 
cures for m a n y of their specialties 
but th e o u ts ta n d in g dishes were 
those made from O ysters or Fish. 
Recto r's w as the first resta u ran t 
to introdu ce Oysters in Chicago.
